THE PRIZE ESSAY ON BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

The correspondence respecting the altera- 
tions mode in Hie I'riza EssaJ on British Co- 
lumbia published by our British Columbian 
contemporary on Wednesday last, is a ter- 
rible exposure of the way in which 
things nro managed in New Westminster. 
Our readers will ba aware that a prize 
of .£50 was awarded by the judges for 
the essay written by the Rev. H. C. I,. 
Brown, Incumbent of Lillooet. A pamphlet 
has now been published under the authority 
of the Colonial Sec'roiary, printed under the 
superintendence of the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, and put forth to (ha 
public as the prize essay. The judges re- 
pudiate the published essay partially, and are 
particularly indignant at one particular ad- 
dition, in whioh mention is made of'fahuhiiri 
fluential clique ut New Westminster." This 
passago did not appear in the original essay. 
The question is, how did ii find its way into 
the printed copy 1 The government of Brit- 
ish Columbia is complimented in iho printed 
essay, whereas in the original manuscript, as 
we are informed by tho British Columbian, on 
the authority of the notes of tho judges taken 
at the time the essays were under considera- 
tion, Government -was censured for malad- 
ministration. The Ven. Archdeacon Wright, 
who was one of the judges, did not join iu the 
formal application made by his colleagues 
for the return of tho essay manuscript to the 
Board of Judges, but be writes to the Co- 
lonial Secretary, and in his letter states his 
belief that much of the original essay has 
been destroyed, as Mr. Brown informed him 
that he had rewritten much of it. It might 
very possibly be necessary for Mr. Brawn to 
re-write portions of the essay, in order to 
comply with tho instructions received by 
him from Government to condense the matter 
to render it fitting for the press; but he had 
no right to change the tone of the essay in 
any way, and we do not think that tho altera- 
tion complained of has been made by the 
unlhor of the essay. We believe that Mr. 
Brown has too much independence of char- 
acter and upright integrity to consent to the 
publication of an essay differing in any 
essential point to that for which a prize has 
been awarded to him. Wo think that he 
would have acted more wisely if he had de- 
clined to condense the essay at nil. Tho pro 
per reply when called upoD to do so would 
have been, cither print what I have written 
or do not publish at all. We believe that the 
explanation that Mr. Brown would givo of 
tho matter would be, that acting upon ttie 
instructions ho received, be did condense the 
manuscript, but thut the alterations are not 
his. Wo imagine that he did not see the 
proof sheets of his essay, and that he is not a 
consenting party to the publication of the 
printed pamphlet. As for the insinuation in 
Mr. Young's reply to the Archdeacon, that 
certain persons had to his knowledge tried 
to tamper with the author after the prizes 
had been awarded, we arc epiite sure thai 
Mr. Brown would not listen to them. We 
deprecate execcdijgly any allusion to polities, 
whether for or against tho local government, 
in a Prizo Essay which is intended to be de- 
scriptive of the resources, prospects and re- 
quirements of a country. Jt ought not be 
made a vehicle for tho display of colonial 
politics. In all the prize essays of the kind 
which hare come within our notice, politics 
are completely ignored. However, the judges 
liave apparently been gratified by (he politi- 
cal tone of Mr. Brown's composition. Per- 
haps it was that very lone which guided 
them in their decision. B„e this as it may. 
They have a lair right to call upon Mr. 
Young to produce the original essay that they 
may have "the satisfaction uf seeing who made 
tho alterations.

ntlvely free front the malady, but it cannot' 
but be expected that same cases will occur. 
Is it nut then the duty ol government to 
provide an asylum? If a proper building 
wore erected for the purpose', a small fund 
only would be necessary for its annual sup- 
port : a master and matron would probably 
be tho only oliicials that it would ba requi- 
site to employ on an annual salary, tho ex- 
pense of keepers would only arise as the 
necessity for employing them increased. 
No doubt the requisjlc funds for such iv pur- 
pose could be readily raised by public sub 
SCfiption, but sve think that it is ;i matter 
that ought to be taken up by government. 
We commend if. to tho House of Assembly 
for consideration. 

In the meantime and until some better 
arrangements than at present exist are made, 
we do not see what bettei step can be taken 
than to endeavour to send to their native 
country and friends, all who may havo tho 
misfortune to be afflicted with mental aberra- 
tion such as renders them unable 10 support 
themselves; or dungerom to society at large.

An eloquent appeal is made through our 
morning, contempory, by the Reverend Mr. 
Garrett, on behalf of the unfortunate mem- 
ber of our community, Mr. Tcmploton, who 
is suffering from a derangement of intellect, 
which may very probably, in the absence ol 
proper cure and attention, become confirmed 
lunacy. There is, unfortunately, no place in 
Victoria where that proper care and atten- 
tion can be bestowed on a case of Ibis kind, 
therefore, Mr. Garrett's suggestion ol sending 
him homo is, under the circumstances, the 
bost that can be offered, and we shall be 
exceedingly ghid to hear of ils being carried 
out, we havo very little doubt that if his 
cause is taken up by others as energetically 
as il ha9 been advocated by that gentleman, 
the requisite funds will very speedily be 
raised. But upon being called upon to ex- 
ercise their charily in this case, which happily 
for our colony, is one of a nature from which 
our community have been more than usually 
exempt, the question will naturally occur. 
Are we to be called upon for a subscription to 
defray the expenses of a passage to England 
for every unfortunate lunatic, who may hap- 
pen to be afflicted with madness in the 
colony? The expense attending such trans- 
portation must always 1)0 great, iu conse- 
quonce of some degree of restraint, and the 
supervision of a keeper being necessary. 
Would it not be better to turn such subscrip- 
tions towards a more comprehensive object '! 
such as tho establishment of a lunatic 
asylum. 

It has boon found necessary in England 
on account of tho lamentable incrcaso of 
insanity ivithin the last ten years, to estab- 
lish lunalic asylums in most of the counties. 
These asylums havo for the most part been 
erected and carried on by a fund drawn from 
the county rate ;— and il has been found that 
tho expenso of supporting ptiuper lunatics 
has not been increased under the improved 
system, but rather the reverse, whilst from 
tho additional care OOSlOWed upon the unfor- 
tunate inmates recoveries have become much 
more hoquent. 

In Victoria wo havo no lunalic asylum, no 
place whatever in which an insane person 
can be kept under any sort of control except 
the gaol, and that is only open to criminal 
lunatics ; it io bad enough that they should 
be confuted thoru. Witness the case of the 
unfortunate maniac who lias been confined 
there for sometime past — he is kept in a coll 
next to tho room used ns a debtor's prison , 
and we havo been told that his ravings and 
the noise ho creates in them are at times 
most excessive. A gaol is not a proper 
place for the confinement of lunatics, and 
they cannot possibly be admitted to the hos- 
pital. With so largo a population as we 
now have in Victorian Lunatic Asylum is 
an urgent requirement. Suppose the case of 
a dangerous lunatic with no Iriend to take 
care of or restrain him, is ho to bo loft to 
roam the streets at will until he commits 
Bonn criminal act which will biinglnm under 
cognizance of the police .' which criminal 
act is as likely to be murder as anything 
else. Now oountiies aro generally eomnar- 



Sueh is the name of a Council which Mr. 
Burnaby proposes that the Assembly shall 
ask the Governor lo appoint. Were it not 
llmt the proposition is partially qualified by 
the statement that the object ol the Ministerial 
Council is to initiate and carry on the public 
business in the Legislature, we might con- 
clude that we were on the eve of discussing 
Responsible Government, In the absence, 
however, of light on the subject, wo may re- 
murk that llie idea of a mere Ministerial 
Council to put the public business through 
tho Assembly is a novelty; and il is very 
questionable whether any such power exists 
in the Governor, No one will he bold 
enough! perhaps, to tell us that the Queen 
could constitutionally appoint such a Coun- 
cil in England. So great a departure 
from constitutional precedents would scarce- 
ly be acceptable to the English people; 
nnd the question may naturally arise whether 
such a novelty would be favorably received 
here. Were it established, we would have 
three Councils — one more than exists in any 
other colony. Such a number of Legislative 
machines might work well; but in a small 
Community, possibly the fewer tho better. 
If we aie not advanced enough for a ministry 
iu the constitutional sense, it is questionable 
whether we are in a condition for a novelty. 
It may be very desirable to surround a now 
Governor witli men who ate exponents of the 
people. A stranger may need such advice as 
they may be able to give ; bill whether the 
proposition of .Mr. Uumaby goes that far, 
wo are at u loss to say. . It would be prema- 
ture to say it did or did not till his idea takes 
shape and form. If it dues not, wo cannot 
understand the advantages of a Council merely 
to introduce and advocate Govern men t mea- 
sures iu the Legislature. Certainly there 
ought to Jbe enough public-spirited members 
to do that work, without being constituted 
specially into a Count il.

Itoonoy — Yon did, you vagabond. Toll 
the truth ; you kicked me and throw apples 
at me. ( Laughter.) 

Mr. A. Hoffman vns next called, who 
stated that be saw ihe prisoner throw tipples 
into the storo end across the street. 

llooney— You are his witness. Did you

Witness— No.

RUSSIA AND THE POLES. 

STATE 01' PUBLIC FEELING) IV 1'AliIS ON RUSSIA'S 
REPLY TO THE THREE POWERS. 

'•' What will bo done next about Poland V 
is the question still asked, but a3ked in vain. 
It is confessed that the answer of Prinee 
Gortselnikoll, with its elegance of style ami 
its courtesy relieved with irony, realizes eyoi) 
more than "the most unfavorable anticipations, 
and that seldom has a more decided refusal 
been given to a demand. France is told to 
mind nor own uffuirs, and il she means lo 
co-operate in the restoration of order in Po 
laud, to do so by not conniving at thu con- 
spiracies which perpetuate insurrection. 
The three G ivernments believed they had 
found a common starting point within the 
limits of the tieatics of 1815 and lho arrange- 
ments contemplated by the Emperor Alex- 
ander. They tl, ought that the modest char- 
acter of those propositions, which Recording 
to a writer in lho Palis press, wore borrowed 
by Austria from tho organic statutes accorded 
by the Emperor Nicholas lo Poland in 1832, 
would narrow tho distance which divided the 
Poles from lho Russians. This has not been 
the case. The distance has, if possible, been 
widened by their mediation, for lho Polos are 
as little satisfied as lho Russians. To the 
former Ihe demands of ihe Powers seem insuf- 
ficient, and Um Russians, us we have seen, 
reject them as utterly extravagant ; yel their 
acceptance by one or the other was necessary 
to enable thu Powers to exercise a pressure, 
if need be, on tho one that refused ; but il 
Russia continues deaf to. their remonstrances 
there will absolutely be no ground lef: for 
negotiation. As matters stand there is no 
alternative but to give up the cause of Po- 
land altogether, or support il by other means 
than diplomacy. 

Prince Gortsehakoff's Nole, which does 
not materially differ from all previous Russian 
Notes oil the subject of Poland, is regarded 
by tho party who have clamoured for war 
from the first day of the insurrection as u de- 
fiance and u monaco to Franco. They are 
astounded at tho audacity of the Russian 
Government proclaiming itsoll innocent ol 
wrong towards Polaud, and denouncing Po- 
land as tho only guilty party. The conscrip- 
tion of Wielopolski (the Immediate cause ol 
the insurrection), tho edicts of Mourovieff, the 
barbarities of the Russian soldiery, the women 
driven lo self-muidor to escape tlio last out- 
rages, priests hanged, officers burnt alivo, lho 
transportation of whole masses to Siberia, 
and the other horrors which swell the cruel 
indictment against Russia, go for nothing. 
The only orinio is that committed by Poland 
daring to resist, and the abettors of that crime 
are the mediating Governments who give an 
asylum on their territory to the Polish emi- 
gr..tiou. I Russia will have nothing to say to 
such criminals as France aud England ; she 
will only treat with tlio Powers that shared 
with her in Hie dismemberment of tho coin - 
try whose very n.imc she has done lier best 
to bloi but from history. Tho Poles, accord 
1 ig lo Prince GoitschakolT, would have made 
ttieir submission long ago but for the hopes 
of intervention held out by the Powers ; and 
ho now requires that, to sco "order reign a'. 
Warsaw," tho Pol»s shall bo absolutely left 
to his mercy.
